As the result of wrongs he believed 
had been inflicted off his sister, Lu- 
cile Reeves, a 17-year-old girl, Guss 
Reeves, a painter who lives in Sims- 
ville, near Atlanta, shot and killed 
Lee Clark, his brother-in-law, on 


Clark’s farm near Norcross at 1 
o'clock Wednesday afternoon. Clark 
was the husband of Sylvania Reeves, 
an older sister of Lucile Reeves, and 
of Guss Reeves. Reeves surrendered 
to Deputy Sheriff J. M. Bennard aft- 
er the killing, and after being 
brought to Atlanta to see his wife 
by the deputy, was taken to the 
| gag county jail, where he is 
“held on a murder charge. 
bs With the shrouded body of her 
husband on a rude bier before her; 
», With her brother held in the Gwin- 
| nette county jail as his slayer and 
| with her 17-year-old sister lying on 
' a pallet just within the next room, 
" Mrs. Clark calmly told the story here 
tonight of the four bullets fired 
Wednesday afternoon which brought 
about a tragedy which has shocked 
the entire west end of the county. 
Mrs. Clark charged unequivocally 
._ that her husband had been shot 
down without warning by “her 
- brother Guss, who heard that Clark 
' had wronged his sister, and was the 
father of a child born two months 
' aco, dead at birth, and which was 
buried on the farm of the Clarks, 
3 miles east of Norcross. 
Reeves Claims 
Self-Defense. 
(juss Reeves told a story con- 
flicting directly with that of his 
Seister, Mrs.* Clark, informing Depu-., 
tv Sheriff J. M. Bennard, of Nor- 
Norcross, that he had shot his 
brother-in-law in self-defense after 
Clark had attacked him, and had 
') made a motion toward his pocket, as 
If to draw a weapon. 
_ The tragedy occurred shortly 
after 1 o’clock (central time) at 
-the Clark farm. Reeves had heard 
only Tuesday night of the plight of 
his sister, and the charges that his 
brother-in-law was responsible for 
the situation. He went to the farm, 
accompanied by Joe Sanford, Bud 
Duncan and Ben Waddell, neigh- 
bors, to witness, what he said, 
would be an orderly procedure at 
‘law which he was seeking to bring 
against his brother-in-law.

In an inspirational speech to the 
young men of the junior chamber of 
commerce Wednesday night, John H. 
Atwood, nationally renowned attor- 
ney of Kansas City, Mo., took occa- 
sion to rap the spirit in the United 
States which refuses co-operation 
between the general public and the 
seller of goods, and keeps them at 
war. 

Mr. Atwood paid he was not en- 
tirely familiar with the situation in 
Atlanta, but that from his experi- 
ence in every other section of the 
country he knew that retailers and 
wholesalers were operating on a 
basis of selfishness. Labor, he said, 
and other classes of American citi- 
zenry, are thinking so much about 
themselves that they do not think 
of the ultimate result. 

For Own Interests. 

He cited instances encountered in 
his work as special representative 
of Attorney A. Mitchell Palmer in 
a fight to reduce the cost of living, 
and said that merchants of every de- 
scription were organized, not for the 
public weal, but to advance their 
own interests. He declared that 
unless the world got on more co- 
operative basis, unless both labor 
and capital change their present 
selfish tendencies, a national ca- 
lamity is bound to result. 

The opening words of Mr. At- 
wood, after he had been introduced 
to the gathering by John L. West- 
moreland, president of the junior 
chamber, were devoted to an out- 
line of the responsibilities and op- 
portunities of America’s young men.

Washington, May 25.—When the 
government’s ledger is balanced at 
the close of the fiscal year, June 30, 
it will show that more than five and 
a half billion dollars have been pzid 
out in twelve months to operate the 
government and retire its obliga- 


tions, according to reliable esti- 
mates obtained at the treasury de- 


partment, 

This figure is without reference 
to appropriations by congress, which 
do not furnish an accurate index of 
what the government spends. It 
represents actual dollars that will 
have been paid out of the vaults of 
the treasury. 

The ordinary expenditures of the 
government, which do not take intv 
account operations in connectin with 


Mr. Atwood was the chief speaker

He 
blamed neither capital or labor, and 
said, “when labor makés her ob- 
viously unfair and unjust demands, 
she is merely tearing a page oyt of 
the book of her employers, who are 
constantly doing things that are 
unreasonable.” The whole element 
of unrest is based on a program of 
selfishness, he said.

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| Screen Aspirants Advised by 
the Queen of Filmdom 
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with the sinking fund and puble debt 
will reach $5,005,000,000, it is figured. 
To meet these there will have been 
paid into the treasury from taxes 
and other sources $5,487,067,000. But 
this surplus of nearly half a billion 
ddlars will be absorbed py public 
debt operations. It will! ‘mot, in 
fact, provide an amount sufficient 
to meet what the treasury calls 
“fixed public debt redemptions.” 
Sinking Fund 8253,000,000. 

The amount which the treasury 
expects to spend in these debt re- 
demptions is $598,479,365. The sink- 
ing fund is to absorb $253,000,000. 
The remainder is to go for current 
redemptions of war savings certifi- 
cates, for acceptance of liberty bonds 
and victory notes for estate taxes, 
and the meeting of miscellaneous 
retirements required by law. 

The total expenditure for the year 
thus reaches $5,602,000,000, when or- 
dinary expenditures and debt trans- 
actions are added. Figuring the to- 
tal income at $5,487,067,000, an ex- 
cess of disbursements over receipts 
of $114,957,000 is shown. 

The treasury had expected, out of 
current revenues, to retire a portion 
of the floating debt of $2,500,000.000, 
but its calculations have been upset 
by the magnitude of current ex pen- 
ditures, and there will be virtualiy 
no funds available for the reduction 
of the short-time paper. Large ex- 
penditures for the army, the navy 
and payments to the railroads de- 
stroyed hope for a beter showing. 

Roads Lost $803,551,000 

Railroads, during the fiscal year 
will have been paid $803,551,000. The 
expenditure was made necessary by 
the transportation act, which guar- 
anteed the income of the roads for 
the first six months of private op- 
eration, and by settlements growing 
out of federal operation. The war 
department, according to its own fig- 
ures, will have spent in® the 12 


months more than a billion doliars 


—$1,027,750,000, it is figured. The 
navy will have absorbed $697,500,- 
000. 

Other large expenditures include 
these: Treasury department, includ- 
ing $250,000,000 for soldier relief, 
$447,000,000; interior department, in- 
cluding pensions and payments to 
Indians, $323,000,00 interest on the 
public debt, $975,000,000; department 
of agriculture, including federal road 
aid expenditures, $107,000,000; ship- 
ping board, $103,000,000. 

The major portion of the govern- 
ment’s income during the year has 
been derived from excess profits and 
income taxes. When the June 15, in- 
stallment is paid, the total of these, 
it is estimated, will reach $3,150,- 
000,000. Customs brought in $300,- 


000,000, and miscellaneous taxes 
$1,400,000,000. Sales of surplus prop- 
erty yielded $260,000,000.

Dyche Promises 


Fair Treatment 


| To All Convicts 


Hamon’s Ghost Said to Be 
Responsible for Warden’s 
Appointment. 


Oklahoma City, Okla., May 25.— 
(Special.)—That he will not attempt 
to deal with convicts according to 
any set formula and will favor those 
who show they are capable of “rea- 
soning and behaving themselves” is 
the promise of J. E. (“Ed,”) Dyche, 
of Oklahoma City, who will become 
warden of the federal prison at At- 
lanta July 1, to the men confined 
there, 

“I don’t believe there can be any 
formula for dealing with a man. In- 
dividuals are different, and treat- 
ment must.be adjusted to the indi- 
vidual case,” Dyche said. “Petty 
thieves, burglars and minor ¢rimi- 
nals of all kinds usually are taken 
care of by state laws, leaving a 


different class for the federal pen- 
itentiaries. 

“The man who shows me he is ca- 
pable of reasoning and behaving 
himself will have an infinitely better 
time of it than the man whom it 
is necessary to keep in solitary con- 
finement. 

Solitary Confinement. 

“The worst punishment that can 
be meted out to a federal prisoner 
now is solitary confinement, and I 
think that is strong enough. 

“There will be plenty of time fcr 
me to formulate a way of putting 
into practice these theories I have 
formed on the handling of prison- 
ers. So far I have no set policy for 
managing the prison.” 

Dyche’s career for thirty years 
has been strangely intertwined with 
that of the late Jake L. Hamon, who. 
after gaining riches in oil and rail- 
way building, became republican na- 
tional committeeman from Oklahoma 
last year and then met death at the 
hands of Clara Smith, who was tried 
and acquitted at Ardmore in March.

Washington, May 25.—(By Con- 
stitution Leased Wire.)—Delegations 
in congress from Georgia and North 
and South Carolina appeared before 
the federal farm loan board today 
urging a revised allocation of ap- 
praisers in the southeast, the ap- 
pointment of additional appraisers 
for Georgia and a general expedi- 
tion in granting loans recently ap- 
plied for through the regional land 
bank at Columbia. Addresses were 
made by Representatives Brand, 
Crisp, Larsen, Bell and Vinson, of 
Georgia, and Several of the mem- 
bers from the Carolinas. 

At the meeting it developed that 
$37,000,000 worth of the recent $40,- 
000,000 issue of farm loan bonds 
have been sold to date, and that 
while the southeast will get approx- 
imately $2,500,000 of that fund for 
loan purposes, the applications at- 
ready in exceed that amount by 
more than dowble, while new. local 
associations are being © formed 
throughout the district almost daily. 
In this connection, however, the gen- 
ate committee on banking and cur- 
rency has just reported favorably 
the bill to amend the farm loan act 
by a provision creating a permanent 
revolving fund of $50,000,000 for loan 
purposes to be re-established as used 
by bond flotations, and the fund 
to again revolve in credit extensions, 
etc.

Washington, May °5.—Unanimous 
senate approval was given to Sen- 
ator Borah’s proposal for an inter- 
national naval disarmament confer- 
ence. 

By a vote of 74 to 0, the Idaho 
senator’e amendment was added to 
the naval appropriation bijl author- 
izing and requesting the president 
to invite the governments of Great 
Britain . and Japan to send repre- 
sentatives to a conference with 


_zepresentatives of the United States | 


in an effort to reach some agree- 
ment on disarmament. 

The vote was in conformity with 
the understanding reached last 
week by administration forces to 
give their support to Senator 
Borah’s plan. Besides the 46 re- 
publicans and 28 democrats voting 
for the amendment, announcements 
were made on behalf of the many 
absentees that they too favored the 
disarmament plan. 

Upon passage of the bill, the 
amendment will go to conference 
with the house,. but its advocates 
believe it will be indoreed and then 
approved by President Harding. 

. Vote Is Delayed. 

With the Borah amendment in- 
corporated, an effort was made to 
reach a vote on passage of the bill 
late Wednesday, but BShis was frus- 
trated by debate arising on minor 
amendments. . Senators. LaFollette, 
republican, of Wisconsin, and King, 
democrat, of Utah, also had geveral 
amendments pending. The latter 
promised to introduce several to 
abolish what he termed “useless” 
navy yards and depots. 

Senator LaFollette made another 
lengthy address in opposition to 
capital ship construction and con- 
siderable more debate was in pros- 
pect when adjournment was taken 
Wednesday night.

BY WOMAN IN CASE 


Eula Putnam Claims That 
Thompson Interfered 
to Save Her From 
Brown’s Advances. 


A pistol battle at a still in the 
lonely fastnesses of Dawson coun- 
ty mountains, a complete breakdown . 
and the telling of a new story of 
the tragedy by the woman member 
of the “eternal triangle.” all figured 
in the capture Wednesday of Homer 
Thompson, charged with killing 
Ernest Brown near Wesley chapel 
March 16. 

Ragged, a month’s growth of 
beard on his face, and in an intox!- 
cated condition, according to offi- 
cers, Thompson, fugitive from jus- 
tice for more than seven weeks, 
was brought to the DeKalb county 
jail late in the afternoon only after 
he had made a desperate fight and 
had been shot in both legs by Dep- 
uty Sheriff L. S. Henderson, 

Later, as he was being moved to 
a larger cell, his stretcher passed 
the cell of Eula Putnam the 
woman who was living with him as 
his wife and who was with Brown 
on the night the fatal shots were 
fired. 

Stretches Arms 
Through Rods. 

A sob of pain came from the 
stretcher. Tears welled into the 
eves of the woman, peering from 
behind the bars. She arose and 
thrust her arms through the “ron 
rods toward the man,.-but.the men 
passed on with th®ir burden. : 

“Will they hang him, do you 
think?” she asked of a reporter 
following the stretcher, 

“Well, if they do after I’ve told 
my story to the jury, I'll be satis- 
fied there’s no justice in law,” she 
asserted after @ pause, 

Information concerning the where- 
abouts’ of Thompson was received 
Monday by Sheriff J. A. McCurdy, 
of DeKalb. He held a conference 
with Deputy Henderson and two 
men known ag whiskey “runners,” 
Tuesday morning the deputy and the 
two runners started on their search. 

They arrived in Dawsonville late 
in the afternoon, and went imme- 
diately to tke home of a distiller 
about fifteen miles away. The owne- 
er, whose name officials did not ree 
veal, invited the men to have sup- 
per with him. They stated their 
mission as that of securing whisky 
and exhibited thirty one-gallon 
empty cans, The trade was com- 
pleted.

He is a 
Georgia Tech graduate. 

It igs stated that Mr. Peck has in- 
vented, and will soon place on the 
market, a motion picture film that 
accurately reproduces colors in both 
natural and artificial light. The 
film marks the apex of invention 
perfection of motion picture eolor 
photography, which, although re- 
peatedly attempted with some de- 
Sree of Success, was never so de- 
Veloped that it could produce a film 
adapted to use on ordinary projec- 
tion machines, 

Mr. Peck is also credited with 
having invented an automobile at- 
tachment which takes the gas out 
of mufflers, uses it again, thereby 
almost doubling the gasoline mile- 
age. 

Mr. Peck left Tech with the class 
of 1904, taking a position with the 
Southern Bell Telephone company. 
Here his invention talent gained 
recognition through his successful 
elimination of telephone troubles 
caused by a certain high tension 
power line. Later he went to New 
York, where for a number of years 
he has made a close study of color 
photography.

The customs house, which contains 
wgnany important governmental of- 
fices, was almost emptied of its 
employees, who had gone out for 
lunch. The-sidewalks were crowded 
with civilians taking the air during 
the luncheon hour. 

Suddenly a band of about 150 
rebels appeared, convoying a truck 
load with cans of gasoline and four 
bales of cotton. They ruShed into 
the building, ejecting the few re- 
maining clerks, dragged in the cot- 
ton bales, saturated them with gaso- 
line, poured gasoline over the walls 
and floors of alj the rooms and then 
set the place afire. The building 
seemed to move with flames, and 
the astonished crowds in the streets 
stood almost stupified with amaze- 
ment. 

Police Intercept Rebels. 

If the rebel sentries were able 
to intimidate the firemen, not 80 
the soldiers and the auxillary po- 
lice. An armored car and two truck 
loads of black and tans dashed up 
to the building in time to intercept 
the rebels as they were leaving the 
building by the rear exit. All the 
rebels were armed. They opened 
fire first, with pistols and hand 
grenades and three black and tans 
fell wounded. Instantly the black 
and tans replied with rifles, pistols 
and machine guns and four of the 
rebels were killed. Others faltered 
in the face of this fire and were 
driven back into the burning build- 
ing. They may have escaped later. 

Pedestrians in the line of fire 
were dropping, wounded, and two 
are known to have been killed. 

After a moment, as the realiza- 
tion of what was going on came 
over the crowds,,they ‘began to run 
for the outlet streets, in panic. 

Business is Halted. 


* Business in the central portion 
of town stopped dead, Soldiers ar- 
rived a few mtnutes later to rein- 
force the black and tans, coming 
in armored cars and lorries. They 
deployed in a cordon about the 
huge building, hurling grenades and 
firing machine guns into the blaz- 
ing interior, . 

Ambulances drove up and then 
came the fire department, altogeth- 
er too late to be of any use, escort- 
ed by black and tans.

As World War Memorial. 


Hearty indorsement for the pro- 
ject to observe May 30 in honor of 
the men who fought in the world 
war, and in memory of those who 
made ‘the supreme sacrifice, has 
been given by representative south- 
ern men and women, the latest of 
whom to express unqualified ap- 
proval is Mrs. W. 8S. Jennings, of 
Jacksonville, Florida, first vice 
president of the General Federation 
of Women’s clubs, and director of 
home demonstration work for the 
federation. Mrs. Jennings ts one 
of the most active of Southerners 
among women’s organizations of 
the United States. 

“The adoption of May 30 as Me- 
morial Day to honor those who gave 
their lives in the great World War, 
by the American Legion, and the 
endorsement of this action by prac- 
tically all organizations, is especial- 
ly fitting,” said Mrs. Jennings in a 
letter to Southern headquarters of 
the American-Franco Children’s 
beague, which is in charge of dis- 
tribution of memorial poppies to be 
worn generally May 30. ‘The red 
poppy, as the memorial flower to be 
worn on that day, brings a silent 
but forceful message from Ameri- 
ca’s beloved heroes who lie in Flan- 
ders field. Added to this will be a 
reminder to the public that in wear- 
ing the beautiful red poppies’, we al- 
so help to take care of the widowed 
and orphaned of France. 

“The American-Franco Children’s 
League, under Madam E. Guerin’s 
direction, is certainly doing a won- 
derful work, and every citizen of 
the United States should lend his 
co-operation toward making this 
one day the national memorial] day 
in which we honor our beloved dead. 
The movement should meet with a 
hearty response and I am proud that 
the President of the Flomda Feder- 
ation of Women's club, Mrs. J. W. 
Collum. of Gainesville, has accepted 
the chairmanship for Florida with 
the backing of more than_ 11,000 
loyal club women. I heartily en- 
dorse the movement and send as- 
surance of my hearty co-operation. 

The center of fhe day’s observ- 
ance will be distribution of crimson 
poppies, silken replicas of the 
flower of “Flanders field,” to which 
immortal associations have become 
attached. These poppies, made by 
French widows and orphans, tragic 
victims of the war, are to be dis- 
tributed in every city and town by 
organizations of devoted men and 
women, to whom the lessons of the 
great war are real and fresh, and 
who are eager to keep alive the 
memory of those who fell in Flan- 
ders field, where the crimson pop- 
pies “grow, between the crosses, 
row on row.” 

The poppy has been adopted as 
memorial flower by the American 
Legion, Daughters of the American 
Revolution, the Service Star Legion, 
Women’s auxiliaries of the Ameri- 
can Legion, sons and daughters of 
veterans, and cther patriotic or- 
ganizations. Most of these have 
urged that the poppy be worn May 
30. which is World War Memorial 
Day, in honor of the men who fell, 
and:.in assurance to their gallant 
spirits that their sacrifice will not 
go unsung nor unacknowledged.

Business Leaders and 
Captains of Industry En- 
thralled as Expert Un- 
folds the Possibilities of 
Section. 


As Atlanta business leaders and 
captains of industry sat astounded 
for nearly two hours Wednesday 
afternoon, George C. Smith, direc- 
tor-general of the Industries De- 
partment of the Baltimore Board 
of Trade unfolded a story of indus- 
trial expansion and future progress 
of production south of the Mason 
and Dixon line that awakened a 
new vision of the possibilities of 
this section within the next half 
century, and amazed his hearers. _ 

Beginning his narrative with a 
review of the history and achieve- 
ments of the department of which 
he is the head he furnished those 
present with facts and figures he 
showed to be incontrovertible that 
the same things that have been 
accomplished in Baltimore within 
the last two years in obtaining new 
industries can be done in Atlanta. 
He ended his story with an ex- 
position of what the development 
of synthetic chemistry means to 
the south in the utilization of the 
cotton etalk declaring that in the 
future this industry alone would 
exceed the present steel, iron and 
rubber business of the country 
combined. 

Mr. Smith spoke before a meeting 
of about two hundred Atlanta men. 
He was invited here jointly by the 
Atlanta Chamber of Commerce, the 
Atlanta Advertising club and the 
Civitan club and spoke at a joint 
luncheon of these bodies held on the 
Ansley roof with Lee Ashcraft, 
president of the Chamber of Com- 
merce, presiding. 

Briefly Mr. Smith presented fig- 
ures showing actual results of the 
industries department of the Eg|lti- 
more Board of Trade. He said in 
23 months his department has 
brought about the construction of 
400 new industries in Baltimore. 
These industries have an actual in- 
vestment in the aggregate of $95,- 
000,000 and provide employment for 
52,000 workers. He said the census 
showed that Atlanta has 400 indus- 
tries employing 12,000 workers and 
told hig hearers they could obtain 
an idea of the magnitude of the 
progress of his department by com- 
paring these figures. 

Atlanta Can Emulate Baltimore. 

In his speech he pointed out how 
Atlanta can emulate Baltimore, told 
why Baltimore wants Atlanta td 
take the same action, listed the 
class of industries that should be 
developed in Atlanta and which 
should be asked te come here; fur- 
nished information showing how in- 
dustry in New England is breaking 
down for reasons which he explain- 
ed and urged Atlanta to join hands 
with Baltimore in breaking down 
prejudices existing in New England 
against industriai developinent 
south of the Mason and Dixon line. 

Mr. Smith was introduced by 
President Ashcraft, of the Chamber 
of Commerce, who said the meeting 
was one which should bear fruit 
for Atlanta. He gave credit to 
James L. Logan, chairman Indus- 
trial Promotion committee of the 
Chamber of Comunerce, for working 
out the movement which brought 
the speaker to Atlanta. 

Two of the advantages Atlanta 
possesses over New England coast 
cities, the speaker said, were: first, 
her close proximity to present raw 
materials and to the cotton indus- 
try which he predicted would be 
the greatest single industry in the 
country with the development of 
synthetic chemistry and, second, her 
position as a city with pure Ameri- 
can labor composed of Americans 
who are home owners. 

“Just one example of what the 
synthetic chemistry or chemistry of 
reproduction means,” Mr. Smith 
said. “They are now able, through

her method, to make artificial silk 


out of a wood pulp. This silk iooks 


better than the silk from the silk 
worm, wears better, is water-proof 
and is ten times as cheap. Even 
a poorly made necktie of this ma- 
terial will wear so long that you'll 
get tired of it and throw it away. 
hey are now working on plans for 
he utilization of the cotton stalk 
in this work and when the method 
is perfected the synthetic chemistry 
development in connection witn the 
cotton stalk alone will be a greater 
industry than the iron, steel and 
rubber industry combined. And At- 
lanta is in the very heart of tne 
cotton industry.” 
Little Foreign Labor. 

Speaking of Atlanta’s advagtages 
as an industrial city Mr. Smith 
said the crowded industrial centers 
of New York and New England are 
crowded with foreign labor. 

“The capitalists of New England, 
the shrewdest in the world, are 
going to be forced to seek factory 
sites in typical! American cities. At- 
lanta and Baltimore are such cities 
while the congested centers of the 
New England cities are not,” he 
ececlared. 


Referring, on a question, 
open shop conditions, Mr. Smith 
said Baltimore is an open shop 
town. He declined to discuss the 
open shop situation or the printers’ 
strike now under way saying they 
were national questions. 

“I will say this, however, he con- 
tinue, “in' the printing industry it is 
natfonally organized 95 per cent. In 
Baltimore at the present time the 
printing industry, despite the strike 
is being operated on an 85 per cent 
production basis. This is because 


to the 


the printers of Baltimore are home 


owners. Whenever a man makes a 
first payment on a home he takes off 
his red necktie.” 

Mr. Smith then outlined in detail 
the plan adopted in Baltimore to 
obtain new industries and said such 
@ plan would work in Atlanta. 

‘Our industries department of the 
board of trade consists of 21 men. 
One of these men is chosen from a 
different field. For instance, one 
man represents the public utility 
companies. A second represents the 
railroads entering Baltimore. A 
third wtll come from the banks, the 
mayor and city council furnish one 
man, the trade organizations such as 
the chamber of commerce, the 
Builder exchange, the Advertising 
club and others furnish. one man 
each. This is the only way in which 
we have been able to build up an 
organization which entirely has 
elminated jealousies and has united 
all interests and factions in tneone 
common purpose of obtaining new 
industries for the city of Baltimore.” 

No Bonuses Given. 


Mr. Smith said his department 
gives no bonuses to new industries, 
exempts them only from taxation 
of personal property and simply 
gives the heads of the industries 
they seek practical information 
about Baltimore and about the other 
cities competing for the same in- 
dustry. 

“We make no distinction between 
an industry in another city and an 
industry in our own city that wants 
to build an additional factory. We 
provide them both with the same 
service and we Obtained in the !ast 
23 months the constructon in Balti- 
more of 158 factories brought from 
other cittes and 230 factories built 


altimore, an American city, oper- 
ated by AméNcan workmen, re- 
eruited, in the main, from south of 
the Mason and Dixon line.” 

He said his department worked 
with only a small force of trained 
specialties. Funds to maintain it 
were raised by each of the 21 
members contributing $125 a vear.

FOR FREE PRESS

Washington, May 25.—Postmaster 
General] Will Hays, in extending sec- 
ond-class mailing privileges to the 
Liberator, a so-called radical pub- 
lication, has defined the adminis- 
tration’s policy toward freedom of 
the press.

Hays’ 
action in admitting The Liberator 
was accompanied by a refund to 
the paper of $11,227, the difference 
between the sum paid in third-class 
postage and the amount the paper 
would have paid under the seconfi- 
class privilege. 

Pointing out that The Liberator’s 
case rested solely on whether it 
constituted mailable matter, Hays 
added thet not only had the maga- 
zine been accepted during the war, 
but that there was less reason now 
for barring it, because temporary 
war provisions had been repealed. 

“The war is over,” said Hays in 
enunciating a broad policy. “We 
must return to the ordered free- 
dom, Our method of safeguarding 
the public welfare, while at the 
same time maintaining freedom of 
the press, has been found through 
a long period of stable civil liberty 
better for the public welfare and 
personal security of citizens than 
to establish a bureaucratic censor- 
shin which in its nature becomes a 
matter of individual opinion, preju- 
dice or caprice.” 

Hays intimated that second-class 
privileges would also be accorded 
to The New York Call and The Mil- 
waukee Teader, Victor Berger’s 
paner, which have applied for read- 
mittance after their exclusion dur- 
ing the war. Their cases would be 
considered, he said, on the basis of 
the principles which guided him in 
The Liberator’s case,
